Crime Continues 
FBI Director 
Hoover Reports 


“The 1957 fiscal year witnes- 
sed a continuation of the record 
wave of lawlessness which has 
swept across the Nation in the 
postwar: period." That is the 
grim opening sentence of the 
latest annual report of J. Edgar 
Hoover, Director of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. The 
story he has to tell is a sorry 
one. r 

Each minute throughout the 
year nearly five major crimes 
were committed--and a homi- 
cidexrape or attempt to kill oc- 
cour about every four min- 
utes. Crimes against property 
happened with a record fre- 
quency, As a consequence, the 
demands upon the FBI and other 
law enforcement agencies were 
extremely heavy. 

‘There is, however, a brighter 
side to the ledger. In fiscal 1957, 
96.7 per cent of persons tried in 
Federal court as a result of FB 
I investigations pled or were 
found guilty, and the number of 
such convictions reached a 10- 
year high of 11,218. 

This figure does not include 
‘a great number of other convict- 
ions obtained in state courts 
and based on the evidence gath- 
ereti by the FBI. 

The FBI has a wider range of 
responsibilities than, probably, 
is generally recognized, ‘and it 
is frequently widened farther 
by Congressional legislation. In 
the past year for instance, legis- 
lation gave the Büreau new or 
extended jurisdiction in cases of 


kidnapping; the interstate trans-

and special agents of the Bureau 
have made hundreds of lectures

An increasingly important 
area of FBI responsibility is in 
the field of domestic intelli- 
gence, The purpose is to pro- 
tect the internal security of the 
United States and to combat 
espionoage, sabotage, subver- 
Sive activities and related 
threats. a: 

And here Mr. Hoover's report 
has some significant things to 
say about the Communist Party, 
USA. Despite certain setbacks, 
he says that "a hard core con- 
sisting of thousands of dedica- 
ted Marxists in this country has 
clung to its un-American ideals 
and emerged into what it in- 
terprets as an atmosphere con- 
ducive to regrowth and attain- 
ment of its goals." 

The Party's leaders, for the 
most part, have long-established 
records of conspiring to teach 
and advocate the over-throw of 
the government by force and 


come experts at seeking refuge 
behind the very rights and pri- 
vileges which they would des- 
troy. 

In addition, the Party has 
successfully devised various 
"front" groups which are used 
to dupe loyal citzens into sup- 
porting and promoting camp- 
aigns which will serve its ends 
in one' way or another. 

Mr. Hoover's report is brief, 
but well-documented and com- 
prehensive. It shows that the 
war against crime in all its ma- 
nifold ramifications,must be 
waged more intensely with each 
passing year.

Over 7,000 Christian 
Scientists At Annual 
Meet Held In Boston 


Humanity's emergence into 
the space age should be greeted 
with firm assurance of God's un- 
erring direction and supporting 
care, The Christian Science 
Board of Directors said at the 
annual meeting. 

Some may view this new age 
with fear and trembling, but 
Christian Scientist welcome it 
and the opportunities that ac- 
company it, they declared. 

More than 7,000 church mem- 
bers from many parts of the 
world heard the Director's mes- 
sage at the Annual Meeting of 
The Mother Church, The First 
Church of Christ, Scientist, in 
Boston, Massachusetts. 

Scientific reliance in God's 
power, is showing the way, the 
Directors said, to bring peace 
|and harmony both to the indi- 
vidual and the world. 

In spite of the material pro- 
gress being made, it is becoming 
evident that material discover- 
ies "are not really solving the 
basic problems confronting hu- 
manity, but seem, in fact, to be 
increasing them," they said. 

Stressing the challenge of the 
new age, they added: “While 
the constructive uses of modern 
inventions promise much, their 
destructive possibilities . 
would threaten the very exist- 
ence of our present civilization. 
Consequently, thoughtful people 
are beginning to realize that on- 
ly by availing themselves of a 
higher power, a force far more 
powerful than that obtained 
through nuclear fission ‘or fu- 
sion, can men hope to hold in 
check and nullify the evil ele- 
ments of the human mind which 
would threaten to misuse the 
inventions of the space age." 

Named President of the Mo- 
ther Church was Leonard T. 
Carney of Boston, Mass, a 
Christian Science teacher and 
practitioner active in the heal- 
ing work of the denomination 
for many years. He will serve 
à one-year term. 

Mr. Carney told the assembly 
that vast new opportunities for 
service to humanity are at hand. 
"It is yielding to materiality 
that blocks our progress,” he de- 
clared. "The shackles of materi- 
ality fall away as we advance 
spiritually.”

Popular green vegetables rich 
in vitamin A include spinach, 
broccoli and green peppers. Vi. 
tamin A protects eye and skin 
health and helps guard against 
colds and sore throats.

Most salads are rich in vita- 
min C, says Miss Todd. This vi. 
tamin is essential for healthy 
body tissues an is especially im- 
portant for healthy gums and 
teeth. Along with vitamins A 
and C, these vegetables supply 
minerals that are important for 
good health, too. 

The Palm Beach County 
Home Demonstration Agent re- 
commends four or more serv- 
ings of vegetables and fruits ev. 
ery day, including at least one 
high in vitamin C and one high 
in vitamin A. 

To protect the vitamins and 
minerals these vegetables pro- 
vide, buy and serve them when 
they are fresh and crisp. Wilted 
vegetables have lost not only 
quality but food values as well. 
Cook vegetables in small quan- 
tities of water just until tender. 
Be careful not to overcook. Use 
any cooking water left in saucé, 
gravies or soups. Don't soak ve- 
getables. And, when making sa- 
lads, cut the vegetables just be- 
fore serving.

Sometimes I wonder how Doc Buck would make out 
today among these new jet-age doctors. You know, these 
fee-sycians who cure you with a needle in one hand an a 
receipt book in the other and half a dozen pre- 
scriptions in between. When Doc came to Belle 
Glade was back in the winter of 1928-29, he 
was the only doctor between Pahokee and 
Moore Haven. 

We already had a drug store here, a good 
one too. Even before Casey Alston put in his 
2X prescription counter, you could get Epsom 
salts, Sloan's liniment and Three Sixes, and 
[oem most anything a body would need. 
ir I guess Doc had a hypodermic needle but 
he didn't scarcely ever use it. He didn’t ‘even send out) bills till 
just a few years before he died. He figured people would pay 
him sooner or later, and most of them did-sooner or late. If 
Jim Jones was to come sloshing through the rain some night and 
say, "Doc, my old lady is fixing to have a young'un before day. 


you suppose Doc would ask him, "Why in heck didn't you pay 
me for that last young'un after you picked your beans?" No, 
he'd say, "Just wait till I get my boots on," and away he'd go. 

He was the same way about paying his own bills, but every- 
body was obligated to him in one way or another, so they didn't 
scarcely ever dunn him. 

One of the first things he did in Belle Glade was to organ- 
ize the first American Legion post in the Everglades. He was 
twice elected its commander. It appears that Doc Buck had 
earned quite an enviable military record. He had been down on 
the Mexican border chasing ratilesnakes and Pancho Villa un- 
til the big war, when he went to France, 

Over in LeMans, It was Colonel William J. Buck, U. S. Army, 
who was in charge of the 2,000 bed Base Hospital of the 82nd 
Division. And it was Col. Buck who was personally commended 
by Gen. Pershing for the hospital's professional and administra- 
tive excellence, and they say old Black Jack Pershing was not 
too lavish in handing out such commendations, 

Doc was a natural born administrator and it was a lucky 
thing for some of us crackers that he was. The morning after the 
hurricane of September 1928, Belle Glade, Chosen and South 
Bay had almost disappeared, 

Water which the previous night had surged through to a 
depth of seven or eight feet, was still knee deep. Every house 
was unroofed, demolished or washed away. Over 2,000 dead lay 
everywhere. The only roads, those to W. Palm Beach, South Bay 
Chosen and Pahokee were hidden under uncountable tons of 
debris, Food might be obtained from wrecked stores, but there 
was no drinking water and nowhere to sleep except in the one 
undamaged building, Tedder's Hotel. 

As the people came struggling into what was left of town, 
Doc declared that all women and children must leave at once. 
Well, that was only good sense, but there was no way to leave 
except to walk. There was a heap of grumbling. Some didn't 
want to leave their husbands. Some didn't see how they could 
carry their babies. None of them craved to walk the 42 miles 
to W. Palm Beach, but Doc said walk and that was that. Numb- 
ering about a hundred, they scrambled over piles of hyacinths, 
branches of custard apples, dodged around wrecked floors and 
roofs and deceased cows, circled several houses stranded on the 
roadbed and waded knee deep h the low places, Every 
now and then there would be, a sHowef Of rain: Buddy, that Was 
a mad bunch of white women. s 

It was that way most of the three miles to the Experiment 
Station. Some of the women stopped there, but the road was 
clear from here on, so about half, to show how tough they were, 
walked three miles more to Six Mile Bridge. Here they clust- 
ered in and around the house of the bridge-tender, H. H. Regist- 
er, until a Ferguson ambulance and some cars sent by the Red 
Cross, arrived that afternoon. Later when Doc Buck came to 
town, though, the women thanked him. 

Belle Glade had recently been incorporated, but the only 
paid employee was the twon marshall. Using the onl available 
organization, the American Legion, Doc Buck took charge. With 
Legionnaires as foremen, he organized work crews, The work- 
ers had lost everything they owned, and some even members 
of their own families, yet with hand tools from the wrecked 
stores, they started clearing the roads, 

If you had seen the amount of debris heaped on all the 
roads, you would have thought it was impossible, but by noon 
the next day they had cleared the three miles to the Experi- 
ment Station, the four miles to South Bay and the mile to Cho- 


_ sen, well enough for cars to get through. 


Doc got hold of an army squad tent and set it up next the 
hotel. It was his office and residence for months. Most of the 
people were alright or dead. He supervised the search for survi- 
vors and for bodies, he requisitioned food and cots for workers 
and a continuous supply of liquor for those who handled the 
corpses. 

When Legionnaires from other towns, and the Red Cross, 
the National Guard and Coast Guard arrived, he told them 
what needed to be done. For 82 hours he did not close his eyes. 
During the following weeks or rescue, relief and rehabilitation 
Doe Buck was the unofficial boss of this part of the Everglades. 
Some folks on the coast got the idea that Belle Glade and Dr. 
Buck were synonymous terms. There was even a move to try to 
have him awarded the Congressional Medal of Honor. 

After Belle Glade had recovered somewhat from the effects 
o {the storm, Doc continued to be one of the civic leaders as the 
settlement suffered from the growing pains of a thriving town. 
The first street paving was to be two blocks south and two 
blocks west from the bridge. The plan was to pave only 24 feet 
wide. Curbs and sidewalks were being built, so Doc induced 
the ceuncil to pave from curb to curb, the abutting owners to 
be taxed for the job. The owners squawked but they were never
